ties of Strumitza. 


The first news of LMiss Stone's re- 


lease was contained in a telegram 
received by Mr. Dickinson, the 
American consul general at Constan- 
tinople, from the American vice con- 
sul at Salonika. The telegram gives 
no details of the release. 


As Strumitza is near the Salonika- 


TJskub railroad Miss Stone will pro- 
ceed to Salonika without delay.

The cablegram is 
from Mr. Edward B, Haskell, one of 
the missionaries

board> has received

cablegram confirmatory of the Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch announcing the 
release of Miss Stone. It was dated 
at Salonika and is unsigned: 


"Both

In good physical condi- 
tion and good spirits."

have besri more cordial and ingenu- 
ous than the president's greeting to 
•the German prince and it was re- 
turned in kind and in full measure. 


PREPARATIONS COMPLETE. 
Special preparations were made at 


the white house for this event All 
of the state apartments on the first 
floor had received 
much attention 


from the government florists, but 
the decoration of the three com- 
municating parlors, the blue room, 
where the .president «nd the prince 
met and exchanged their greetings, 
the red parlor 
occupied by Mrs* 


Miss Roosevelt, And the green 


room, where there were assembled 
the members of the cabinet and their 
ladies, the wife of Secretary Courtel- 
you and A few invited guests, were 
exquisitely beautiful. 
The great 


east room, where were conducted the 
prince's suit, the German ambassa- 
dor and staff, the American officers 
and other prominent guests, 
was 


handsomely 
decorated. 
In 
these 


state apartments, as elsewhere, un- 
seemly display had been carefully 
avoided, but the rich furniture and 
draperies of the artistically arranged 
vases filled with great clusters of 
freshly cu-t and fragrant American 
beauty roses and other blossoms, the 
evergreen draperies and the gorgeous 
uniforms of the prince and his party 
combined to make the scene one of 
exceptional brilliancy <and beauty. 


THE TROOPS DISPLAYED. 


Here at the word of command the 


column broke into single rank, fac- 
ing the main entrance. 
Another 


command as the prince's carnage 
passed the gate and with that snap 
and precision which has made the 
Second regiment famous, every sal>re 
flashed from its scabbard and came 
to the position of present, A detach- 
ment of marines, headed by its 
famous band, had taken place at the 
right and left of the main entrance, 
facing north. The first carriage, con- 
taining the prince, 
and Rear Admiral 


Secretary Hay 


, drove up at 


a rapid pace and as it passed under 
the porte cochere, the Marine band 
struck lip the German national adr, 
which was continued until ail the 
company had left their carriages. 


At the carriage door the prince was 


met by Assistant Secretary Pearce 
and the German ambassador, who 
saluted and presented to him Major 
IVtcCawley, of the marine corps, and 
Captain Gilmore, of the artillery, in 
dress uniforms, who saluted and then 
led the way into the mansion be- 
tween two lines of marines with arms 
at salute. 


RECEIVED BY PRESIDENT. 
Walking on the left of the prince 


was Secretary Hay. and following 
him came Admiral Evans, the Ger- 
man ambassador, General Corbin and 
the members of the prince's suite. 
The party was conducted through the 
main lobby into the red parlor, tlunee 
into the east room, and from there 
the prince alone was conducted 
throug-h the green room to the blue 
parlor, where the president was in 
waiting to receive him. In con- 
foimity with diplomatic etiquet the 
president received the royal visitor in 
piivate and without introduction. 
This was made necessary by the fact 
that there is now iu the United 
States no representative of the Ger- 
man nation of sufficiently high rank 
to present to the president a prince of 
the 'blood royal, a brother and per- 
sonal friend of the German emperor. 


After the greeting had "been ex- 


tended the president led the prince 
into the red parlor and introduced 
him to Mrs. Roosevelt 
and his 


daughter, Alice. After a few words 
with them the prince was conducted 
into the green room and) introduced 
there to the members of the cabinet 
and their Indies. 


After the ceremony the following 


statement was made by Assistant 
Secretary Pearce: 


"The conversation between the 


president and the prince was of a 
purely formal nature and had no po- 
litical significance farther than that 
contained in the usual general ex- 
pressions of international amity and 
good will." 


The prince remained in the green 


room about ten minutes. 


Tlie party then proceeded to the 


east room, where the members of the 
prince's suite were introduced to the 
president. 
The entire ceremony oc- 


cupied just thirty minutes, the party 
arriving at 10:45 and departing at 
11:15 o'clock* 
On the party reap- 


pearing the marine band played 
"Hands Across the Sea" and with 
few sharp military commands the 
drive to the German embassy was 
begun. 


Prince Henry arrived at the Ger- 


man 
embassy 
shortly 
after 
1 1 


o'clock, the approach of the party be- 
ing announced 'by the shrill notes of 
cavalry bugles. Then came the clat- 
ter of many hoofs and the rattle of 
sabres and spurs as the escort of 
troops galloped down Massachusetts 
avenue to its intersection 
with 


Thom-as Circle, near which point the 
embassy is located. .The prince oc- 
cupied a carriage with 
Admiral 


Evans, while back of them followed1 


jthe German embassy staff. 
A bat- 


talion of engineers occupied the ave- 
nue immediately fronting the em- 
bassy. As the party came into1 sight 
the engineers' band brone into "My 
Country >Tis of Thee." 


THE HOHENZOL'LERN FLAG. 
Over the embassy floated a flag 


which has never been seen in Wash- 
ington before—the personal flag of 
the imperial family of Germany. It 
showed not only the colors of the 
German nation, but also in the cen- 
ter the imperial coat of arms* Along 
the front of the embassy entrance 
were looped the German colors, inter- 
twined with garlands of laurel and 
tall green, .pine tops. Above the 
neighboring residences many sena- 
tors and public men floated the stars 
and stripes, while tfhe residence of 
S. H. Kaufmann, of the 
Evening 


Star, immediately alongside the em- 
bassy, displayed the German as well 
as the American colors. Ju3t before 
the enibassy door stood a guard 01 
honor of ten United States engi* 
neers, six-fcoters, eveiy one of them, 
in their 'briglit uniforms, as rigid as 
statues. Prince Henry returned the 
salute of the officer and then passed 
inside. 


Once .wl'tlhia the German embassy, 


Ms imperial highness was 'indeed at 
home, for in diplomatic parlance, this 
was the same as the n'ative soil of the 
fatherland. 
The first brief saluta- 


tions now giave way to a generous 
German welcome. 


PRESIDENT RETURNS CALL. 
Tremendous dieering from 
the 


crowds wt 11:40 announced the com- 
ing of President Roosevelt to the em- 
bassy to return the call of Prince 
Henry. The president drove in an 
open landau with Colonel Bingliam, 
*hds naval aide, Commander Cowles 
following in -a carriage. 


The cheering was continued as the 


president drove along and he held 
his silk hat off his head much of the 
time in recognition of the repeated 
demonstrations. 


As the president stepped out of the 


carriage the German ambassador was 
at the threshold to greet him. There 
was a momentary exchange of greet- 
ing and then the president passed 
up the stairway to the drawing room 
where Prince Henry was awaiting 
his coming. The prince moved for- 
ward and greeted the president most 
cordially and there was en inter- 
change of amenities. The president 
and prince remained together for 
about ten minute*, being left alone 
at first and later being joined by the 
ambassador, when their personal 
greetings were 
completed. -There 


was no exchange of formal addresses 
during the visit, which was strictly 
one of official etiquette, although it 
gave opportunity for expressions of 
mutual cordiality and good will be- 


and dress saddle clothes. 


They were within range of tlie car- 
riage, so as to avoid as much as jx)3- 
sible any annoyance or embarrass- 
ment to the royal guest. A score of 
policemen, on foot, also marched 
alongside the carriages on each side, 
at intervals of six paces, in single 
file. It is only a short block from 
the Sixth street depot to Pennsyl- 
vania avenue, and as the marching 
column swung around it the'y found 
that broad driveway from curb to 
curb swept bare of people and ve- 
hicles from that point as far as tlie 
eye could reach iu a westerly direc- 
tion. 
Prom shortly 
before 
the 


scheduled hour of arrival all street 
car service along or across the line 
of march had been suspended, all ve- 
hicles except those bdcnging to the 
arriving party had been barred and 
only authorized persons were allowed 
within the lines. There were only .1 
few of these. 


MILITIA LINE THE ROUTE, 
Banked along each side of tli3 


route, in addition to the police, were 
over 1,400 men of the District of Co- 
lumbia militia. They formed a dou* 
ble line of sentinels at intervals of 
four paces, facing, of course, in- 
wards. They included the engineer 
corps, commanded -by Colonel Black, 
former member of the board of com- 
missioners of the .district, the First 
and Second regiments, the naval 'bat- 
talion, the Hirst separate battalion, 
consisting of colored men; a detach- 
ment from the signal corps and the 
ambulance corps, who,'resting near 
the right of the signal corps on ths 
south side of Pennsylvania avenue, 
held themselves ready for quick re- 
sponse to emergency calls, 
The 


militiamen were commanded by Gen. 
George H. Harries, who, with his 
general staff and non-commissioned 
staff, together with the brigade -band, 
which played patriotic airs at inter- 
vals, had posts opposite the east gate 
of the white house. 


The double line of sentinels left a 


gap of four feet in the avenue and 
two feet in the Fifteenth street -hill 
along the treasury, between them and 
the people massed along the curb. 
They wore undress uniforms, with 
overcoats, forage caps, leggings and 
white gloves. 
The naval battalion 


was in its prescribed uniform.

POLICE ARRANGEMENTS. 


Washington, 
Feb. 24.—Inter- 


mingled with the crowd at the depot 
was a small army of secret service 
men. detectives and policemen. Spec- 
ial precautions had been taken to in- 
sure the safety of the prince and his 
cortege -and to keep the people from 
pressing closely upon the .party at 
any stage of its journey through the 
public places in the city. 
Majoi 


Sylvester, the chief of police, 
250 of his uniformed men on special 
duty, and 125 of these were detailed 
at the depot-. 
Assisting the local de- 


tectives were a corps of detectives as- 
sembled from ft number 
of other 


cities, watching for familiar faces of 
criminals and suspects from othei 
points. The south side men were 
also watching- for men at the hotels 
and elsewhere. Several mounted po- 
licemen guarded the rear of the train 
shed. 
The safeguarding of 
the 


prince was effected not only by his 
immediate escort, but by special de- 
tails of policemen under several lieu- 
tenants, among whom was divided 
the responsibility for order of route 
from the depot to the white house 
which had a separate but interlock 
ing jurisdiction. 
There were thirty 


policemen spread over the first three 
blocks* half a hundred from rthere to 
within a block of the white house and 
two score more of them -assembled ii 
Pennsylvania avenue, immediately in 
front of the executive grounds. AT 
these were reinforced by a large num- 
ber in citizens' clothes. 


DETAIL AT WHITE HOUSE, 
At the white house <a large detai 


of police assisted the regular men in 
keeping the grounds free from in 
trusion of unauthorized persons 
When the line of carriages bearing 
the prince and cortege started from 
the 
depot 
<a platoon of 


mdunted policemen wheeled into flin 
and took position at the head of the 
column, Acting Lieutenant Hathewi 
in command of them. 
They consti 


tuted the front platoon and a similar 
squad of mounted police, under Ser 
geant 'Harry, protected the rear. Be 
tween the police and the carriages 
marched the military escort, compris 
ing troops F and O, of the Second 
United States cavalry, .from For 
Myer, headed by the cavalry band 
and Fourth battery of field artillery 
all under the commend of Lleutenan 
Colonel Dimmick.

SATISFACTORY MILK TEST. 


Health Commissioner MacBeth has 


completed the analysis of twenty- 
five samples of milk which 6e re- 
ceived last week. He says that the 
analysis shows remarkable purity of 
-milk and ail advancement of 
the 


standard, which he believes is due 
to the prosecutions made several 
months ago. 
In the twenty-live 


samples analyzed not a trace of adoU 
teration was found and all but 6"ne 
showed butter fat in excess of the 
stipulated 
standard. 
One single 


sample showed less than 
&% per 


cent., which is the legal standard, 
and the other twenty-four samples 
averaged over 4J£per cent, of butter 
fat Dr. MacBeth at present declines 
to say which particular dairyman 
was below the standard because tlie 
shortage was so slight that it does 
not deserve mentioning.

five samples of milk which !he re- 
ceived, last -week. He says that the 
analysis shows remai-kable purity -of

an advancement of

to the prosecutions made several 
months ago.

twenty-five 


samples analyzed not a trace of adul- 
teration was found and all but one 
snowed butter fat in excess of the 
stipulated standard.

sample showed less than 3^ per 
cent., whicbi is the legal standard, 
and the other twenty-four samples 
averaged over 4J£per cent, of butter 
fat.

Their operations were not very ex- 
tensive, young iKeber?s probably be- 
ing the most ponderous.

made about half a dozen calls and 
each time realized from eight to 
fifty-five cent?. The others were not 
so extensive in their operations, but 
all hnd done business of some kind 
with Miller, who usually paid them 
whatever he chose -to at the time.
